CLAIMS 



We claim: 

1. A method to perform a secure purchase/sales transaction over a computer 
related network such as the Internet without requiring customers to provide 
their name, credit card details, shipping address, e-mail address or phone 
number to the merchant - whereby the customer authorizes a transaction 
facilitator to process the purchase/sale by placing the order with the subject 
merchant; submitting a request that the subject bank pay the merchant from 
the customer's account; and coordinating delivery of the purchased 
merchandise to the customer. 

2. The method of claim 1, but additionally compromised by incorporating the 
entire Anonymous Internet Purchase (AIP) System into a computer related 
network such as the Internet, and web page that is part of any merchant's 
website. 

3. The method of claim 1, but additionally compromised by incorporating the 
entire Anonymous Internet Purchase (AIP) System into a computer related 
network such as the Internet, and a web page that is part of any financial 
transaction company's website. 

4. The method of claim 1, but additionally compromised by incorporating the 
entire Anonymous Internet Purchase (AIP) System into a computer related 
network, such as the Internet, and a web page other than any merchant's or 
any financial transaction company's website. 



The method of claim 1, but additionally compromised by incorporating the 
entire Anonymous Internet Purchase (AIP) System into the content of a 
marketing/display system, burned on a compact disk in any available format.
